Campaign of Frightfulness. ; 

PARIS, March 26.—With a newly- 
invented gun capable of burling/4 
240-millimetre (9.4 inch) shell up- 
wards of 70 miles, the Germans Sat- 
urday and Sunday conducted a bom- 
bardment on, Paris. On Saturday, 
from 8 o’clock in the morning until 
dusk, at intervals of from 15 minutes 
to ha}f an hour, these shells landed 
in the capital. The shelling was re- 
sumed Sunday at daylight and con- 
timued until 2.30 p.m. 

The German “monster cannon” has 
been located im the forest of St. Go- 
bain, west of Laon, and exactly 122 
kilometres (approximately 76 miles) 
from the Paris City Hall. The gin, 
says the Matin, is established mear 
Gobain Forest. This 
would place it somewhat further 
south in the wooded area, and it esti- 
mates the distance as about 70 miles 
from paris. p 

The newspaper Le Journal, in its 
article regarding the, gun, says that 
the piece, of 240 millimetres calibre, 
is of Austrian manufacture. It is a 
very delicate piece of machinery 
which must be handled by expert 
mathematicians and gunners, the 
newspaper adds, as the loading and 
pointing is a difficult task. It de- 
clares that each shot costs about 
$4,000. “This is a new conception 
of our enemies,’”’ the newspaper com- 
ments. 

The ordnance experts were not 
ready to commit themselves as to 
whether the shell was a sort of aerial 
torpedo driven by propellors; whe- 
ther an inner projectile contained in 
the original shell is released by an 
explosive after the shell has travelled 
a certain distance from the gun, or 
whether the original projectile itself 
reaches its destination, propelled per- 
haps, by an explosive of a force hith- 
erto unknown,

would be of about half the diameter 
of steel shells of an even weight, 
and that therefore the atmospheric 
resistance /would be less, this ac- 
counting for the extremely long 
range.

Palm Sunday was ushered in by 
the loud explesion of one of the.ten- 
inch gnells tired by the Germans from 
their new gun more than seventy 
miles distant at 6.55 o’elock.

Many people took shelter, but larger 
numbers appeared in the streets on 
the way to the churches, which were 
almost as crowded as usual, the wo- 
imenu who sell palin leaves doing their 
customary thriving business. 

The shells arrived at regular in- 
tervals of twenty minutes at first. 
The detonations seemed louder, 
umoid the ordinary Sunday calm, 
but they seemed to have lest their 
power to. disturb the population, 
which refused to be distracted from 
its Sunday habits to any great extent. 
In the absence of means of tmans- 
portation, a great many persons 
were seen on the streets leading to 
the centre of the city, walking to 
keep their appointments. : 
The rapidity of the fire increased 
after the first few shells landed, ex- 
ptosions following each other every 
fifteen minutes on the average. 
Some of the shots came after an in- 
terval of only twelve minutes. 

By 3.30, however, the bombard- 
ment was over. No shell explosion 
has been heard for more than an 
hour at the Associated Press office.

DROP TONS OF BOMBS. 


Statement of Aerial Operations 

Announces, Successful Raids, 

LONDON, March 26.—British avi- 
ators have bombed the railway sta- 
tions at Cologne, as well as various 
othér important cities in Germany, 
the official statement on aerial oper- 
ations announced last night. The 
text of the statement reads: 

“During the night one of, the en- 
emy’s large bombing machines land- 
ed behind our lines. Following’a suc- 
cessful daylight raid on Mannheim, 
other objectives in Germany were 
attacked during the night. 

““Half a ton of bombs were drop- 
ped on the railway stations at Co- 
logne, where a fire was started. Over 
a ton of. bombs were distributed be- 
tween the Luxemburg railway sta- 
tion, where a fire broke out, and the 
Courcelles railway station, east of 
Metz. Two tons of-bombs were drop- 
ped on the Metz railway station, 

“The fight was the most severe so 
far experienced. Our airplanes shot 
down 45 enemy machines and drove 
down 22 out of control. Two other 
hostile machines were shot down by 
our anti-aircraft guns. Ten of our 
machines are missing.
